OPEN LETTER TO THE PUBLIC 

By W. C. Gordon 

To the Public; 

In view of the Fact that some St. 
Louis undertakers are using methods 
in securing business that has caused 
the profession in genera] to be ic 
verely criticised, I deem it necessary 
at this time to give my views, and 
state my position in the matter. 

The undertaker's profession in 
one of the most sacred followed by 
man. for the reason that it calls him 
to the homes of bereaved persons at 
an hour when none but members uf 
the family and personal friends are 
Admitted, hence his deaLngs with the 
relatives of deceased persons should 
be of s sacred and confidential na- 
ture. 

From personal knowledge and first- 
hand information, I regret to say 
that there are some undertakers whn 
solicitors, or to use a common 
rase, "bod/van ate hers," who are 
ve dollars or more for each 
case thty^aecure. This practice has 
become so general, that in some sec- 
tions of the eily. rival solicitor! vie 
with each other in keeping wstch. 
over sick persons, wailing ' for the 
first signs of death. 

This is a disgrace to humanity, and 
a blot upon th* undertaking profes- 
sion that should, and mnst be Con- 
demned by every first-class under- 
taker, aad the good citizens. 

I have heard of other cases where 
rtain ■ndcrtakcrs are notified from 
the City Hospital and Morgue, of the 
death of in. unfortamatc before the 
Family and friends are notified, or 
the new, appears in the public press.

And could our 
aiilrlt-ears be upened, could we bear 
him as he pleads for u* and for tbs 
lost world. 1 am sure our hearts would 
grow tender, and our eyes moist, and 
with trembling lip* we too should *ay, 
"Lord, teach us how to pray." 

We remember how Abraham prayed 
Lot out of Sodom, and Nehemlah 
prayed himself Into the good, graces 
of the km*-, and Elijah shut up tbe 
beayens for three years, and ths 
frtenda of Peter prayed him out 
prison; and ail these were men of 
like psaslon* with oursel'e*. Lord 
teach ua to pray. Tea, to "pray." Wi 
can recall roa.iy utterance* which 
passed for prayer, but which we 
tbe master would not recognise a* 
such— eelflsh prayers, thoughtless 
prayers, which had no aim or 
poee. prayers from which we did not 
expect an answer, did not look tor an 
answer. *nd would hare been might 
lly surprised If an gnawer had come 

And all of these have gone up to 
tbe mercy-seat with our name* upon 
them, and than tb*r Us in the 
•rehire* of heaven unanswered, be- 
cause unanswerable. Ob, friends, it 
Is one thing to make a prayer. It la 
quite another thing to pray. Lord, 
teach u* how to pray. How sugges- 
tive that phrase la. "Make a prayer!" 
As If a prayer could be made to or- 
der, whether there waa any/ occasion 
for It or not! But to pray, to really 
talk with Qod. and bring thing* to 
pass, that la a ^rlriloge which angels 
might coTst. and an art which- is 
worthy of a lifetime of study. 

The Chlness write their prayers on 
bit* of paper and throw them Into the 
air, hoping that they may be blown 
sp to heaven*- The Hind as have 
praying machines, and express their 
devotion by turning a crank. The fol- 
lowers of Mohammed Ave time* a day 
fall upon their knees wherever they 
are at the hour of prayer, aad call 
opon Qod. 

Row much we need to be taught! 
How often we ask for thine* which 
It were better for n* not to- have, 
while the things we need most are sel- 
dom mentioned. Paul wa* right when 
be said. "Vv« know not what' to pray 
for as we ought." How little we real- 
ise the willingness of Qod to answer 
prayer! Too often lie > addressed a* 
a capricious tyrant from whom bless- 
ing can be obtained only by persist- 
ent teasing. Instead of a loving father 
who Hies and labor* for hi* children'* 
welfare. How little we perceive the 
•cope of the promise*! We see the 
surfsco meaning*, perhaps, but tbe 
depths— Oh, the depth*! How little 
we understand the deep thing* of 
God! 

How little we understand the rela- 
tion of prayer to Christian wort. The 
common Idea I* that work is the mam 
business of a Christian, and a little 
prayer Is necessary to help the work 
•Jong. Work I* the strong bow which 
supplies the force to speed the arrow 
on its way, -while prayer la the feather 
which tips the arrow, and helps guide 
it to itf-deatiued mark. Christ'* Idea
